This is an inflammation of the 
skin which causes a very striking 
shininess. The skin is inflamed 
red, feels hot when touched, seems 
tight and there is a swollen area 
which is raised above the rest of 
the skin.

usually begins on the 
face, but may come elsewhere on

With an enroliment 700 greater 
then the previous peak vear of 
1930, accommodation of students 
for the 1945-46 term at the Uni 
versity of Alberta is a critical 
problem that occupied the atten.

ing Tuesday. 


The mecting was held under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Justice H. H 
Parlee.

There are now in attendance 2 
f27, full-time under-graduate stu 
dents and 86 graduate students. The 
latter number is certain to increase 
as the term advances 


THE DIFFERENCE 


Student veterans from military 
service make the big difference in 
enrolment and with civilian regis- 
tration back to the pre-war average 
figure of peak years the institution 
is actually swamped.
